Wherefore, nll I 
am more famuliarly acquainted with him, than 
he himfelf fays I am, I muſt be forc'd to 
lcayc his Country: uncertair.: Though I'am 
confident there will be no great Contention « 
or Emulation berween the Three Kingdoms, 
to which of them he owes his Þrth.

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In the ſame Letters, wheran he fays he was 
born at Cheſter, he afhirms, That his Grandfac 
ther whs Sir Peter, Young's Son, and his Grand 
mother the Duke of Lenox's Daughter. Had he 
really been deſcended from Sir Peter Toung, I 
might ſtill urge, that he is the more to blame 
in rendring Ar Honeſt Stock, as he calls it 
there, infamous, by making it degenerate in- 
to the moſt enormous Crimes. 

But how can I credit him in this matter of 
his ExtracuonfromSir Peter Joung,andthe Illu- 
 ftrious Houſe of Lenox; when in the very ſame 
Paper there follows uhmediately that which, 
to my Knowledge, 1s a horrid Lyc ; That he 
was Ordained Prieſt by the Biſhop of Clogher 
For I ſhall give infallible Proof, that his Prieſts 
Orders he uy impoſed on himfclt, by his 
own falſe Hand. :

Fees ' for Marriages," Burials and Chriſtenings, 
there being no other Pariſh-Church but the Ca- 
thedral : That he livu'd in the Biſhop's Hoſe 
til his Death fince Chriſtmas : That, Two 
Tears before, he Marrid the Biſhop's Houſe- 
keeper : That he had Teſtimonials from the Col- 


lege of Dablin; And was Ordain'd by his own 


Bijhop. 

Now would not any plain honeſt Man 
take this'to be a fimple and truc Narrative of 
the” Mans 'Birth , his Education, and Core 
verfation.? ' But nothing '1s more certain

full of groſs Falſhoods: Ang, as Il-Luck 
would have it, after he and his repu- 
ted Wife had rambled over England for di- 
vers Years, and cheated Multi of well-:

ing Certificates, they being at laſt appre-

| Wherefore 1 it 1s time for me to leave ſtill 
m the dazk, as I find it, that Age of Mr. 
Toung's Life, which he .has made citifer to 
be meerly fabulous, or ſo mixt with Truth 
and Fable, that there is no diſtinguiſhing be- 
eween them. I now apply my ſelf to that 
part of it, which, from undoubted Teſtimo- 
ny, I can affirm to be Hiſtorical. And I ſhall: 
date the beginning of this Period about the 
Year 1680.

James : Whereas, ſays he, you all remember,” 1 
flood up for the Church of England, and flacd 
in the Gap againſt the Roman Catholicks in the 
worſt of Times. | 
| But after a ſhort time of ſojourning here, 
of about ſix Weeks, ' or two Months, in the 
year 1687, Robert Toung ſoon perceived, that 
the poor Town of Bromley was not a proper 
Seat for him to ſet up his Reſt in : where he 
could only expect a bare Subſiſtence by 
Reading Prayers, as a Subſtitute to one who

Berween S. Albans and London he began to 
ply in the beginning of the year 1688, and 
it was not long before he crept into a great 
Familiarity in the Poſt-Houſe there. By what 
Arts of Courtſhip he became fo intimate on 
a ſudden in the Family, I leave it to the cn- 
ſuing Papers to inform my Reader. 
_ However, by this means, he procured the 
abſolute Command of all the Malls of that 
Road; and fo had the opportunity of open- 
ing and pon. and taking out, and put- + 
ting in, what Letters he pleafed, between the 
chicf Traders of thoſe parts, and their Cor- 
reſpondents in London. 

Having-thus furniſh'd himſelf with proper 
Tools, and. chofen as fit a Shop to work in, 
as any in England, he preſently fell to his 
uſual way of Commerce : whereof I ſhall on- 
ly mention three or four Inſtances: they be- 
ing the very fame for which he and his ſup- 
poſed Wife were afterwards Condemn'd of 
Forgery at the 01d Baily. 

His firft Cheat was thus. In Fzly 1688, he 
went to Northampton, and under the Name 
of Robert Smith, paid to Mr. John Clarke, 
are 
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an Inhabitant there, the Sum of Twenty 
Pounds, and. took his Bill of Exchange for 
It, to one Mr. Jonathan Kendall of London: 
Mr. Clarke alſo ſending a Letter of Advice, 
that he had drawn ſuch a Bill upon him for 
the Uſe of Mr. Robert Smith. 

Robert Young, whom we muſt now call 
Robert Smith, torg'd another Bill verbatim _ 
by the true one, for the ſame Sum of © 
twenty Pounds, payable to himſelf under 
the ſame. falſe Name: and ſtraight coming up 
to London , dcliver'd the Forg'd | Bill. to 
Mr. Kendall: which being ſo very exactly 
done, Mr. Kendall made no delay of paying 
it, and had Robert Smith's Reecipt, Date 
Faly 16. * &* 

As ſoon as this was oyer, honeſt Robert 
immediately took Horſe, and haſted down 
to Northampton z _where- arriving on July 17. 
he forthwith went 'to Mr. Clarke, and told 
him, That he had offer d his Bill at London, 
but Mr. Kendall refuſed to pay it, and there- 
fore deſired his Money again, producing the 
true Bill: which Mr. Clarke receiving, and 
ſecing no imaginable Cauſe of - Diſtruſt, 
paid the Twenty Pounds without any. De- 


murr. 
FE 2 Thus 
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Thus far Mr. Clarke and Mr. Kendall only 
fuſtain'd the Loſs of Twenty Pounds,and per- 
haps ſomewhat ſmil'd at the clever Contri- 
vance. But that which next follows, was 
more extraordinary, and ſtruck dceper into. 
their Purſes. | eb, 

- And: how. can my Reader now think. 
it probable ,, that- both Mr.. Clarke and. 
Kendall ſhould be again Cheated by the fame 
Hand; of a much greater Sum, within lefs. 
than three Months after > Yer. fo it really 
happen'd; and. in ſuch a manner that it was 
almoſt impoſſible for the Wit. of Man to 
prevent 1t;. | 

His ſecand: 82. Athans-Cheat therefore was 
this.. Being now become perfcct-m the exact 
Character of Mr-Clarkez's Writing, he Forg'd 
a Bill: Dated 0ober 5. 1688, as drawn by Mr.. 
Clarke on: Mr. Kendal, for One hundred and 
fifty Pounds, payable at ſight to his own Mary 
Young, under the Name of Mrs. Mary Clarke. 

And becauſe there was a. Neceſſity that a. 
Lerter of Adyice ſhould go before the Bill, 
he Counterfeited one alfo in-this manner. Ih 
the Northampton Bag , which- he opened at 
St. Albans, he found a long Letter written to 
Mr. Kendall by Mr. Clarke, touching divers

particular Afairs . then tranſacting betweets- 


them. This Letter. he intercepted ; Tran- 
ſcrib'd. it throughout; and: about the mid- 
dle of his falſe Copy, inſerted theſe Words,. 
That he had drawn on Mr. Kendall, a Bill of 


Gne hundred and: fifty Pounds , to be paid” 


upon fight to Mrs. Mary Clarke ; and fo went 
on with the other Bulineſs,. as in: the true 
Letter. This Forg'd Letter he put into the 
Northampton Mail x fo it went ſafe to Mr. Ken- 
dall at London. | 


The next morning afcer ,, Mrs: Mary .- 


Clarke came to him with her Bill. Where- 


upon Mr. Kendall, not in the leaſt. 


ſuſpeCting- that the Bill-or Letter of Advice 
were Forg'd, becauſe he was confident, they 


were both. of Mr. Clarke's own Hand:wri- - 


ang, and the Letter giving him an account 


of ſeveral other. Buſinefſes, which he thonghe 


could not poſſibly be known to any, bur to 
Mr. Clarke and himſelf, he preſently paid to 
Mary Clarke t&xex One hundred and fifty 


Pounds, and ſo loſt. che whole , Sum: be- - 


yond Rcovery.. 


His third Cheat on the fame Road was in 
this Manner. About the latter end of Fe- -- 
bruary, 1n the ſame year, 1688, he ſent his-. 
ſecond. 
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ſecond Falſe-Self now again.under the Name 
of Mary Young, to Mr. Jonathan Mathew of 
Daventry in Northamptonſhire. She paid him 
Nine Pounds ; tor which he gave her a Bill 
of Exchange upon Mr. Richard Shipton of 
London,payable to the ſaid Mary Young,which 
ſhe receiy'd March the 14th. 

By this true Original of Mr. Mathew's own 
Hand, on the 18th of March following, he 
torg'd another Bill in the Name of the ſaid 
Mr. Mathew, tor 200 7. charged alſo on the 
faid Mr. Shipton. And having ſtill the Li- 
berty to ſcarch the Daventry Mail at St. Albans, 
and finding there a Letter from Mr. Mathew 
to Mr. Shipton, he made the ſame uſe of it 
as he. -had done that of Mr. Clarke's to 
Mr. Kendall ; Tranſcribed it entirely, and in 
the ſame ſurreptitious manner as before, put 
in an Advice of his having drawn a Bill of 
200 l. and for whom. Which Letter was im- 
- mediately ſent by the Poſt to Mr. Shiptor. 

The Falſe Bill and Letter of Advice, I am 
aſſured, was fo accurately Counterfeited, 
that Mr. Mathew himſelf could not diſcover 
the difference, nor diſown it upon view; but 
only in that he was certain he had neyer 
drawn any Bill of that Importance. 

Mr. Shipton 


Mr. Shipton therefore was Eaſily deceiy'd 
by the Similitude of Hands ; and R. Young 
having ſent Mary to London, to receive the 
Money, he paid it without the leaſt ſcruple.; 
ſince this Letter of Adyice alſo mentioned 
other things which Mr. Shipron knew to be 
truc. 

Mr. Mathew, as foon as Mr. Shipton ſent 
him word, that he had paid in his Name a 
Sum ſo conſiderable, diſpatch'd immediately 
a Seryant up to London, to let him know, 
He had never drawn any ſuch Bill upon him, 
and had given him this timely Notice, that, 
if poſhble, he might retrieve the Money. 

Thenceforth they both us'd all imaginable 
Endeayours to diſcoyer the Authors of the 
Fraud. Which Mary Young perceiving, by 
their frequent Letters. to each other, Ro-. 
bert having ſtill the Advantage of opening at 
St. Albans; ſhe wrote Mr. Mathew a-moft infult- 
ting Letter ; telling him, That ſhe had made 
bold to borrow of Mr. Shipton 200 |. upon his. 
Credit, but mould repay it whey ſhe was able. 
And to amuze him the more mn his Scarch; 
ſhe addeth a Flam Story, That ſhe 'had got 
his Hand by Corrupting one of the Letter-Carriers:

trouble hiniſelf to enquire any farther about the 
Matter : Subſcribing her (clf, Mary Young, a- 
lias Brown, alias Stewart, alias Forbus, alias

dent Raillery, my Reader ſhall have the truc 
Copy, when 1t comes 1n its courle. 

His laſt Forgerics Pra&tis'd at St. Albans, 
that have come within my Obſecrvation,were 
upon Mr. 0/ds of Coventry, and Mr. Bikers 
of London. 

'But before I proceed to theſe, -I muſt ac- 
quaint my Reader, that Robert Young had 
ow'd Mr. Olds and Mr. Billers an anticnt 
Grudge, of as long ſtanding as the Year 
1683: Becauſe then he could only defraud 
them of Ten Pounds, and a Ring, -and not 
of one hundred Pounds, as he defign'd. The

ters Dimiſlory, .lewdly forg'd, as from che Biſhop of Killako ; 
with the Seal to them vilely cut, andthe Date of o&to 4ie Offobre., 
This alone would have given me ſuſpicion of an Impoſture ; 
but being forewarn'd by your Lordſhip, I was certain I had 
the Man, though he Iurk*d under another Name. 'The Contents 
of the Letters were the ampleſt form of Commendations, 
which I keep by me, but ſhall remit when your Lordſhip re- 
quires it. I put many croſs Interrogatories to him, till at laſt 
one Lye ſo contradicted another; that the Man was pertely 
confounded, and began to' ſpeak Truth. There were two 
other Juſtices then with'me :' We rook his Examination, a Copy 
of whichI haveſent here incloſed. When prefsd him upon the 
Point of Polygamy, he utterly deny'd it, as indeed it con- 
cern'd nm ; as alſo that he ever was at Londonderry, much more 
that ever he was School-maſter there; and this ſome-who were 
preſent believe to be Trutls. Beſides ſome afficm; That, to their 
knowledge SarabAfillon,who was afterward married tooneNung, 
was, upon his deceaſe, marned to one Mr. Laughtin, a Miniſter 
in the Dioceſe of Londenderry,with whom ſhe now lives.
